REJECTED. 

In the Honse of Commons yesterday Mr. 

Devlin resumed the debate on Mr. Hazie- 
i ten’s amendment to the Ministry of 
National Service Bill, providing that 
there’ should be a separate irecter- 
Genéral of National Service for Ireland.

The amendment was rejected under the 
closure.

On further ¢onsideratién of the Ministry of 
National Service Bill on report; 

Mr. DEVLIN resumed the discussiof on Mr.’ 
Hazleton’s amendment asking for the appoint- 
ment of a Minister for Ireland under the Act. 
He said that since the establishment of the 
Act it had been painful in its working in Eng- 
land, and how much more disastrous must it 
necessarily becomé in Ireland. In support of 
that contention he would use an argument much 
more powerful than any that could have come 
from hitnself. He quoted from the’ Daily 
Mail, which he described as the Bible of the 
Coatition Government: “Complaints of the Na- 
tional Service Act have been received.from all 
parts of the country that something is wrong 
with the .present scheme.” That, said Mr. 
Devlin, was what the Government proposed to 
apply to Ireland. The scheme had been in 
operation, according to the Daily Mail, far 
three months in England. .It had been backed 
by the authority of the Government.. Its chief 
apostle in the Prese was the newspaper he had 
quoted, and yety up to the present, according 
to the Daily Mail, there was nothing to show 
for the scheme, That, repeated Mr. Devlin, was 
the scheme the Government proposed to apply 
to Ireland, and that was the experience of the 
Daily Mail, which had been thé inspiring agent 
that had forced the Government to adopt this 
policy, which they were told had been dis- 
astrous. I object to your successes in this 
country being imposed upon Ireland, continued 
Mr. Devlin, and if I object to your: successes,

= CO Ireland. Mr. Neville Chamberlain was an 
able man, but he had ‘taken more on his 
shoulders than even he could bear. He heard 
someone say the other day that St. Ermuin's 
Hotel (the headquarters of the National 
Director) was less like a Government depart- 
ment than a lunatic asylum.

The Washington corresyiondent of the 
Morning Post says—Step by step the United 
Siates is entering the war, and while that fact 
has not caused enthusiasm, it has developed 4 
grim resistance, which. is something a great deal 
more to be feared by Germany, than frothy ex- 
citement. In a few days American vessels will 
go out of American ports carrying guns, and 
the first vessel that falls a victim to a German 
submarine will be the signal for the ‘United 
States to arm.
